As the Telegraph Company Kesponst- 
bie for Delays in Its Service? 


A very interesting case is in progress in the 
Bartow county courts thal involves the respousi- 
bility of the telegraph com paay for the prompi 
Gelivery of messages entrusted to its care. 

The facie in the case as given us by the Hon 
Seaborn Wright, who is counsel for the plainuff, 
are these: A Bartow county man was called to 
Alabama on business, and left home, leaving 
his wile enciente. He felt, of course, the soiici- 
tude natural to the husband at such a time, and 
provided with the attending pbysician that he 
should be telegraphed to in case of any 
emergency. When his wife was taken 
sick the physician discovered that it was impos- 
sible for ber to deliver the child naturally, and at 
her suggestion, telegraphed the facts to the hus- 
band, saying thata Ceesarian opeiation wa, pro 
bably necessary to save the life of the wife, but 
that it wouK! not be undertaken without his ih- 
structions. Noanswer being received, enother 
dispatch a:king advice was sent. Still no answer 
was received, and the doctor being unwiiliny to 
act without advice, the wife died. li transpired 
that.neither message had been delivered to the bus 
band, through what Mr. Wright claims can be 
‘shown to be earelemness and neglect on the part 
‘of the compavy, The husband therefore sued 
for $25,000 damages. Mr, Wright thinks that the 
suitcan be brought toa square issue with the 
rights of message-senders definitely determined.

Men at the heads of the most | 
important commitiees of congress, who dfrect 
legisiatict involving milbons upon millions of 
dollars, do not hesitate ** Gompromisre themselves 
with women ef all grades of vice, from the ad: 
venturess and the mistress down to the Sommon 
drab inhabiting a room at Snow’s, or Peter- 
son’s, or at ‘Mahogany Haill.’’ The most 
in this line of defalcation are the 
least exposed. The late Y ostmaster- 
General, ‘Randall, teld Me that a distinguished 
senator, no deCeased, who was one of the dei- 
tiesoi his party, had endeavored to inuflict on 
him a female for an infamous purpose aud with 
the design of cheating the woman also. He said 
he ‘only wanted hep appointed for two weeks, 
and after that the postmaster-general might turn 
her out.’’:IT have this man’s life on my book 
shelyes, and [I never pass it but I think of this 
story, which did not come to me at second hand 
but from the postmaster himself, who was not an 
enemy of the perton in question. He told it to 
me riding in the car from New York to Washing- 
ton. 

Another great leader of his party, also dead, 
watin eontihued troubles about females, and 
as once arrested in the city of Cincinnati for 
having taken a man’s wife away from her home. 
Political friends got him out of pound, but it did 
not cure him. He was next accused by an offi-

This actress was 
supporied by a celebrated comedian 
who was very rich and who spent almost all his 
money in this kiad of corruption till it killed 
him while stilia young man, He had left word 
ait the casbier’s office of the hotel to pay any bills 
for the actress, who accompanied him in the 
double relation of supporter and mistress. She 
wentout shopping every day and bought very 
liberally aud the cashier paid for the purchases 
out of the actor’s money. The very second night 
the woman was in this hotel, the watchman, who 
goes hisimufiled rounds, reported that the lady 
in such @ number had gone at 12 o’clock to the 
room ofthe gentleman insuch a number, and 
had remaiged there two hours. As this was the 
actor's Soa room, the hotel pro- 
prietor said to the watchman: “You 
will say nothing more a t thir, 
I will iet it pass, because their relation’ are pretty 
well understood.’’ But the next night the watch- 
mao came back to the hotel-keeper and said: 
“Tne ladyin sucha number went intosuch a 
number half an hour after midnight and re- 
mained there till 4 o’clock this moruing.’’ Ia this 
case, the room to which the woman repaired was 
thatof a United States senator, who has never 
been found out, The hotel proprietor who told 
me this story at the time it occurred, 
said: “My indignation was chiefly ex 
cited against that drab who would let the actur 
pey these big bills for her and then cheat him.” 
Auother senator from a far western state was 
shot at in the street one day by the 
husband of a woman intimate with the 
senator. A bloody murder was only avoided by 
some providential accident. The senator and 
the woman said the man was crazy, but there was 
nothiug in the senator’s previous life toshow that 
he cared particularly for the company of any vir- 
tuous woman. 

A prominent congressman whose audacity never 
knew any limit, was once taken to task by his 
senator while figuring for one of the greatest 
honors in the country, because he never spent one 
night under his wife’s roof, but in the face of all 
the publicity he was exposed to, lived every 
night in the stews. 

phese instances merely arise from the mind and 
niémory without seeking. Sufficient of 
lechery goes on at Washington to 
make exceptional those men who 
lead upright lives and walk purely from their 
public duties to their lodgings, and at their 
lodgings suffer no imputation.

There were alc’ elaborate’ plan? fof te ar- 
rangement of each floor. 

The four views oi the proposed building 
give the front aud rear elevation, the 
perspective, and the end view. They 
show M super? niructure which 
one wovld say Would cést a cool million at 
least. The grace of the architecture and 
the general richness of the design are ad 
mirable. During the morning members 
and visitors eXamined the pictures with 
great intetest. 

At the last session there was a resolution 
passed authorizing the payment of $250 
for the beet plans and specifications 
for a capitol buildiog sent to the 
governor, and these designs came as the 
first in what may ffrove along list. They 
certainly cost far more than the price 
named, but the glory of designiug a capito! 
for Georgia must be ronsidered as worth a 
great deal. Tie question of the new capi- 
tol thus suggested was bronght ent in a 
more practical shape later in the session, 
by acarefully drawn bill, which Mr. Bar- 
row, of Clark, had the honor to introduce. 


It provides thoroughly for the building 
of a capitol in Atlanta, at a cost not to ex- 
ceed one million dollars, and to be finished 
by the first of Janvary Ist, 1887. Thereare 
to be five annual appropriations of not ex 
ceeding $200,000 each to be paid out of the 
surplus in the state treasury, and, if that 
fails, to be raised by taxation The 
bill also requires that the building shall 
be of Georgia granite,» provided it can 
be procured as cheap as granite from any 
other quarter. It carefully guards the 
construciion by tonstituting a board, of 
which the governor, secretary of state, 
comptroller-general, president of the sen- 
ate, and speaker of the house, shall be 
members, and by laying down clearly the 
duties of this commission. It was notice 
able that as this bill was read there 
was the closest attention in ali 
parts of the house. It was referred 
to the committee on pubiic property and 
250 copies of it were ordered printed for the 
use of the house, 

It seems certain that this or some similar 
bill. will pass at this session, for of thirty 
representatives whose views have been ex 
pressed in THE CoNsTITUTION only three 
have declared against the proposition to 
build, 

But preceding one of the preliminaries of 
building is the fixing of Atlanta’s position 
toward the state in the matter. 

During the famous capital campaign the 
city of Atlanta propdsed that if the people 
of Georgia would locate the seat of govern: 
ment here, it would build as good a capitol 
as the old one at Milledgeville. 

At the last session of:the legislature a 
committee was appointed toconsult with 
the representatives of Atlanta as to the 
fulfillment of this promise; noth- 
ing definite was done in the several 
conferences then had, and yesterday 
afternoon Mayor English with Aldermen 
Lowry, Beatie and Goodwin, and City Attor- 
ney Newman met the joint committee, of 
which Serator Hawes is chairman. There 
was a general consultation but no definite 
result was reached, and the conference ad 
journed, to meet again this afternoon at 5 
o'clock. 

Everythiug looks hopeful for the new 
capitol, and by this time next year its 
foundation may be Jaid.

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DISCUSSED IN ENGLAND, 


The Financial Coadition in the United 
States. 

Lonpvon, July 11,—The Pall Mall Gazette, 
in its leading article headed ‘The Nearness 
of a Financial Crisis in the United States,’’ 
argues that the stability of the New York 
money market depends on its power tocon- 
tinue drawing gold from Europe. The ex- 


cess of exports over the imports is not 
necessarily a sign of wealth. A nation that 
always exports more goods than it imports, 
is always the debtor nation, and its excess of 
exports is needed to pay its debts. Wheth- 
er the process of expansion by drainage 
from Europe, which within the past two 
years bas added £65,000,000 to the circula- 
tion of the union, is to go on depends on 
the ability of America to control with 
its produce the markets of Europe. The 
indications are that the European harvest 
will be bountiful, and that the United 
States will haye to face great competition, 
and probably very low prices. With aa over- 
whelming surplus yield they might be able 
to do this, but should theirsurp'us be as 
many as is alleged, comparatively small 
difficulties of their trade may well become 
serious. The article concludes as follows: 
“We think the position of the 
United States is not any- 
ihing like so secure_as the more sanguine 
Awericans assume. They are just in cir- 
cumstances where a financial crisis might 
develop with extraordinary rapidity. Some 
look for such a crisis in the coming autumn, 
but we are by no means certain that it will 
develop itself then. Even should thin 

come to the worst with their trade 
the credit bubble may go on swelling for 
mooths beyond the time when cautious 
men lookefor trouble. The holders of 
United States securities must lay their ac. 
count for serious financial difficulties much 
sooner than the contempiation of the won- 
derful progress of the past three years 
might lead them to expect.

Inquiry at the offices of the three roads 
competing for the south-bound business 
ont of Cin@lnriati fdiled to fernish any 
foundation whatever for the statements 


made above. 

As no particular cases are cited, and, with 
one exception, the class of freight is not 
specified, it is impossible to thoroughly 
in¥estigaté the chafge* and refute them by 
documentary evidence, but a comparison of 
the established rates now in effect will be 
sufficient to show that the assertions 
-made are in no particular borne out by 
the facts; aiid that they were evidently 
made, not with a view of bringing 
the alleged irregularities to the at 
tention of the board of trade, but for 
the purpose of influencing public opinion 
against the Common Carrier company, hop 
ing thereby to embarrass its chances of be- 
coming the successful bidder for the South- 
ern road next Augttst. 

l. The first-class rate from New York to 
Chattanooga 1s $126 per one hundred 
pounds, whether carried by way of Savan- 
nah, Charleston, Norfolk or Cincinnati 


The first-class rate from Cincinnati to 
Chattanooga 18 eighty-four cents per one 
hundred pounds, with the same felative 
differences on other classes. 

2. The first-class rate from Philadelphia 
to Atlanta is $1.26 per one hundred pounds, 
The first-class rate from Cincinnati to At- 
lanta is $1.19. As the machinery referred to 
by the Gazette is not classified, the exact 
rate from both points cannot be quoted; 
but the same relative difference would exist 
in favor of Cincinnati on machinery as on 
other classes. 

By what is known as the ‘‘compromise 
agreement,’’ made in 1877 between ai] lines 
working intothe Atlanta and Georgia ter- 
ritory, there were certain principles adopt~- 
ed togovern the traffic from the west 
and from the east, one of 
the most important of which 
was that certain higher classed articles, 
mainly produced in the east, were to be 
classed as ‘‘eastern products,’ while grain, 
provisions, whisky and forage were to be 
regarded as ‘“‘western products.’”’ It was 
then agreed by the different roadsin inter- 
est, numbering some forty odd, that to the 
eastern lines and cities should be accorded 
a certain protection in the making of rates 
upon eastern products, whilst to the west 
should be accorded a like protection in the 
inatter of rates on western products, 

This agreement is still in effect, and to- 
day governs the framingof all tariffs from 
the east and west toall points in what is 


| designated as the ‘Georgia territory.” 


It will thus be seen that, while the rate 
on acertain specific article may be less 
from New York or other eastern cities to a 
point in Georgia, than from Gu:ncinnati to 
the same point, the seeming discrepancy is 
equalized by Cincinnati enjoying less rates 
on a certain class of articles peculiar to her 
ioarkets. . 

[It was also provided for in the agreement 
that the rates from Baltimore to Atlanta 
and from Louisville to Atlanta should be 
the same, but that points remoter in the 
east or west should pay higher rates. Ac- 
cordingly under this arrangement the rate 
from Cincinnati to Atlanta was from $15 to 
$50 per car more than from Louisville or 
Baltimore, and these differences continued 
until the completion of the Cincinnati 
Southern railroad, when the rates from 
Cincinnati were placed on a par with those 
from Louisville and Baltimore to Atlanta 
and points tributary thereto, leaving rates 
from New York, Boston and Philadelphia, 
as well as from 8t. Louis, Chicago and In- 
dianapolis and other western interior 
towns, higher than Louisville or Cincinnati. 

The rates now in effect from Oincinnati 
and all eastern and western cities to princi- 
pal points south are the established rates of 
the Southern railroad and steamship asso- 
ciation, embracing over fifty railroad and 
steamship lines, and which control and 
exercise authority in the matter of rates 
over almost the entire southern system of 
roads. Of course isolated cases may occur 
where rates are made by outside lines less 
than these established rates, but it would 
not be deemed good policy to demoralize 
the entire system of rates for the sake of 
one or two obscure shipments, 

Itisnot true that the rates from St. 
Louis to Chattanooga are less than from 
Cincinnati. On the contrary, if evidence 
were produced establishing the fact that 
the rate from St. Louis had been cut—and if 
it had been Cincinnati merchants would 
very likely have discovered the fact ere 
this—the lines from Cincinnati would be 
authorized to maintain their recognized 
differences by making lower rates. The 
remedy is at all times in the hands of Cin- 
cinpnati merchants, and instead of mak- 
ing complaints through irresponsible par- 
ties, they would do better to assist the rail 
road people in ascertaining the facts, and 
enable them to meet any cuts that may be 
made from other cities, it being the right 
and purpose of the railroad and steamship 
association to protect fully each market in 
the enjoyment of the agreed relative differ- 
ences — oe entitled by virtue of its 
geographica! position.

_ig not being worked in the interest of Cin- 
cinnati issimply false.

A REPORTER'S TALK 


With Madison Davis, Sarveyor of the 
Pert of Atianta. 

Yesterday a ConsTITUTION reporter climb- 
ed two flights of the iron steps of the cus- 
tom house and peeped into the office of the 
surveyor of customs for the port of Atlan- 
ta. Madison Davis, the fortunate individ- 
ual who draws the salary attached to the 
office of surveyor, was in, and dropping 
into an easy chair the reporter handed out 
his card and opened fire with: 

“How is the port of Atlanta to day?’ 


“We are in ship shape,’’ responded the 
collector. “Iam now ready to serve the 
importing public. In afew days the men- 
agers of the railroad lines between here 
and New York will have given their bonds 
aud this port of delivery will be connected 
with New York by a bonded line, and 
there will be no tromble whatever in re- 
ceiving imported goods. Would you like 
to see the first invoice?’ 

The reporter assured him that he would 
be glad to see the document, where- 
npon the surveyor handed him 
an invoice of a bill of goods 
shipped from Dundee, Scotland, to Elsas, 
May & Co., of Atlanta. The amount of 
the bill was a little over 536 pounds and 
the import duties amounted to about seven 
hundred dollars. Attached to the invoice 
was the certificate of the United States con- 
sul at Dundee—Matthew McDougall. 

‘How many importing houses are there 
in Atlanta?’’ asked the reporter. 

‘‘When the petition was presented asking 
that Atlanta be made a port of entry there 
were about fifty merchants who promised 
to import goods, Several firms here now 
have goodsin New York which will come 
on as soon as the bonded line is established. 
W hat is needed now is a bonded warehouse. 
This will have to be gotten up by the mer- 
chants, and it should be done right away. 
You may say that I will cheerfully give 
any information on this subject and would 
be glad to talk to the merchants and push 
the matter through atjonce. As it is the 
goods would have to be delivered by me 
from the sealed cars as they come from 
New York. You see the goods must 
always be in the hands of some per- 
son who is under bond from the time they 
are shipped until they are delivered to the 
importer. Mr, Kimball, of the cotton ex- 
position company, is preparing to make 
one part of the exposition building a bond- 
ed warehouse, and in that way a great deal 
of trouble will be saved foreign concerns 
who send exhibits. The goods will be sent 
to the expusition building in the sealed 
cars, will be placed in the bonded ware- 
house, remain in the care of the govern- 
ment during the three months, if desired, 
and when the exposition is over can be re-~ 
turned to the place from which they came, 
and not one cent of import duties will have 
to be paid. If, however, the owners of the 
goods desire to dispose of them they can do 
so by paying the import duties. This 
warehouse will be under an experienced 
storekeeper and no trouble will have to be 
met on that score.” 

‘‘Has any one been sent down to help 
you get your officein running order?” 

“Special Agent Nevins of the treasury(de- 
partment came down a few days ago, and 
assisted me some.”’ 

“What did he seem to think of Atlanta 
as a port?’ oe 

‘He said that from the enterprising spirit 
in which Atlanta merchants take hold of 
things he was sare a bright future was 
ahead of this office. He also saw Mr. Kim- 
ball and they had a conversation about the 
bonded warehouse at the exposition 
grounds.”’ 

‘How do the railroads proceed to become 
bonded lines?’ : 

‘The agent of the company desiring to 
transport goods applies for authority to the 
secretary of the treasury, through the col- 
lector of the first port at which the goods 
are received, naming the places between 


goods, describing the route and the means 
of transportation. The bond is then fixed. 
Applications for the establishment of 
bonded warehouses can be mad 
to me, but for bonded lines should be made 
to the collectors of New York, Savannah or 
Port Royal.” 

“Has any other road than the Air-Line 
taken steps to become a bonded line?” 

“No; but the Central doubtless will do so 
soon, and that will be all that we will 


eed. 

The surveyor’s office is now On the third 
floor of the custom-house, but probably will 
soon be removed toone of the second floor 
rooms and furnished with some elegant 
furniture, which is now being made in 
Chicago for 1t.

The roonis of the cotton exposition grow busier 
as the day of opening draws nearer. The mails 
are larger—the secretaries have more to do—the 
heads of ths department have more frequent con- 
sultation, and in short~the combat deepens! 

Among the pew exhi of the last day are H. 

K. Thurber & Co., who have exhibited at Lordon 
and Philadelphia and write that the Atlanta 
exhibition will be the finest a€n¢@ completest they 
have eVer made. Amormg other featores of an 
elaborate display they will have a2 obelisk 60 feet 
high and most superbly illustrated. Their ex- 
hibit takes 750 feet of space. Meeem. Lord & 
Taylor have difo taken space and ask that they 
be located in the hall dg *#et they can bang <ira- 
peri s 50 feet high. They write they will make 
the finest display of dry goods and carpets ever 
made at avy world's fair. 
Mr. F.C. Morehead, the president of the Missis 
sippi Valley Cotton Planters’ sssociation, has 
just been to Atiaata and shas arranged for the 
meeting of his association. He estimates that 
certainly 500 and probably 1,000 delegates will be 
present. The convention will last for ten days or 
two weeks—holding daily sessions of two hours. 
A hall for the accommodation of this and similar 
conventions, to seat 2,000 persona, is to be built. 
It will have five committee rooms and will be 
arranged for public speaking. Addresses 
from distinguished people will be made there 
daily during the exposition on practical topics. 
An attempt is being made to have the epioners’ 
convention meet at the same time with the plant- 
ers, and thus draw together the growers and 
the spinners. This will probably be arranged.

THE THERMOMETER, 


Loses Itself im the Upper Range eo! 
Figures. 


Cincinnati, July 11.—The United States 
signal service thermometer here registered 
1035 at 3:15 yesterdey afternoon. The 
ordivary thermometers registered from sey- 
en to eight degrees higher in the 
shade. The heat was the greatest on 
record here. The coroner was called to 


attend thirteen deaths, all from congestion 
of the brain, supposed to have been super- 
induced by the excessive heat. There were 
twelve sunstrokes, though no fatal cases were 
reported up to midnight. In Covington, 
Kentucky, there were six cases of sunstroke 
yesterday, fourof them fatal. . 

Cuicago, July 11.—Eighty-three buria! 
permits were issued yesterday, the largest 
number in the history of the city for one 
day. The temperature in the afternoon 
was much lower, and the death-rate wil! 
probably decrease materially if the cool 
weather continues. 

Sr. Louis, July 11.—According to che re- 
ports made by the signal service observer 
yesterday was the hottest day in St. Louis 
of which any record exists. At 6a. m. 
mercury marked 80 degrees, at 8 o'clock 
04 9-10, at 2 p. m 102 210, and at 6 o’clock 
p.m. 97 9-10,

A son of Senator Pagh Loses his Life. 

July 11.—Persons just arrived 
from Chihuahua think that if Pagh, who 
was captured July 3d, is in the hands of 
Victorio’s Indians, he is being held 
as bondage or for exchange, for several 
Indians of that band now in the hands of 
the Mexican authorities at Chihuahua. It 
is further thought that the Mexicans would 
exchange some Indian —- they hold 
for Mr. Pugh, but it is doubtful whether 
they would give up adult prisoners.

The most 
religious aud cemclentious man will be glad to 
see neu leave off strife and discord, even if they 
do notact from the highest motives or atiafn to 
the heightof agenuine charity. His conscience 
will aot be injured by their improved condition, | 
bowever much he would bhke to see hem stil) / 
more enlightened. It isan important point to 
make Clear to the mind this dis inction between 
the conduct of reformand the movement of per 
sonal religion, for confusion here has led to much 
false action. A common argument of the radical 
agitator is, that his conscience cannot stop short 
f total abstinence in the temperance question ; 
aud on that «round he will not have any affili- 
ation with one who seeks to subdue the intem 
perannee of the iand by apy other means. But 
bigs arguinentisa complete non sequitur. His 
conscience concerns his own personal habits. In 
the matter of other people’s habits bheis simply 
to \do the best the circumstances allow. The con- 
sclence that prescribes his personal babits may 
make him work to that end; but it cannot rebuke 
nim if thategdis not attained, butonly au ap- 
proximation is gained; nay, it shou!d make him 
Work for the approximation with all zeal. 
Too often that which is called conscience is 
mere obstinacy of opinion and 
PRIDE. 
A large part of the fanaticism that history re- 
cords has been made in this way. Men have gqne 
% the stake as martyrs or suflerers for conscience 
sake, when the heresy they professed never went 
deeper than their sentiment, and might readily 
nave bees altered by a free judgment While 
this fact does not j istify their  ersecutors or palii- 
i® their guilt, yet it certainly detracts from the 
neritof the martyrdom. In this matter of arrest- 
ing the progress of drunkenness we may have 
.iflereut views of the means to be used, and 
we May conscientiously adhere to our owa plan 
of working toward the end; but wecannot con- 
-Clentiously object te the means employed bs 
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of an enlightened common sevse. We cannot 
forego our reason on the piea that the world is in 
danger. Nay, we must allthe more assert our 
reason againsta false expediency thatin curing 
orattempting tocure one evil, would create a 
hundrec. ‘ihefactthatthere isagreat danger 
is the very fect thatshould guard us from pur- 
Suing auy false way. Great dangers must be met 
by great prudence, not by headlong impulse. I: 
looks brave toshoutand fall pell-meli upon the 
enemy; butil is wiser toset our batteries in sure 
places, and to order line and reserves in the in- 
terests of a perfect victory. Too many of our re- 
forms are pushed without regard to the charac 
ter of the means, the end being insisted upou as 
justiiying ail means. The temperance reform 
nas been an cminent examjle of this heedies- 
ness. 

And hereI put the third reason why I believe 
the pian of total abstinence will not be adopted 
by the people: because of its spirit of intimida- 
tion. OF course, Lhisis vot inherent to the cause, 
butit hasbeen the invariable accompaniment of 
it during its forty :eare’ curriculum. And we 
uoW have to Geal precticaliy with historic facts, 
and not with mere ebetract theories.

AN OVERBEARING AND TYRANNICAL POWER, 


It hes used a violence of language that can admii 
of no excuse. It has condemed every one, how- 
ever faithfulin all moral abd religious duties, 
who has refused to euter its ranks. It has con 
founded all ideas of right and wrong, calumni 
ously declaring the man who drinks wine modere 
ately is as bad as—nay, worse than—the drunkard; 
asserting that all drinks, whether vinous, malt or 
distilled, are alike poisonous; villifying those who 
teach any other doctrine by calling them traiwrs 
Lo the truth—J udas Iscariots betraying the Master; 
aud exercising where it could a fearful proscrip- 
tion in driving gou.d men from the puipits of the 
land because they would not and could not 
conscientiously prououuce thcirshibboleth. The 
principal printed organs of this propaganda have 
been full of these fierce onslaughts upon 
the character of respectabie men, 
and the harsh aud crue! judgments spoken of have 
been carried out with the spirit of the inquiéi- 
tion. The political worid has lately inventeda 
word for this way of settiing a disputed question, 
they have calied it “bulldozing.’’ It makes 
peace by creating a desert, It pronounces una- 
uimity by shutting the mouths cf the other side. 
he worid is apt to think that such conduct indl- 


unless they Contain au immorality. Nay, 
more, we must couscieutiously wish them . 
if this principie of sy mpathy and co-operation 
on the part of those who seek the abatement of 
infjemperance were once established, we should 
e¢ eficcts that are not thwarted by the divisions 
4 mutual hostili'y of. those who profess to have 
ihe Same end in view. One of the reasons for this 
onfirmed hostility bf tolal abstinence advoe 
cates #galost the reformers who do not adopt that | 
pri le is found in the power of a false usage.

We have to show 
them thet the Latin “‘temperantia’’ signifies the 
indrai quality of moderation or discreetness, and 
that the Eoglish word *‘temperance,”’ as used in 
a 1 good s\andard Eaglish works, means precisely 
the same thing.

From its high position, as signifying a grand 
nvoraltubjection of the whole man to the sway of 
reason, it is degraded to the maimed and muti 

lated function of representing a legalism that 
prohibits man from any drink that can intoxica'e 

lo!what bese use has it ¢ome at last! This false 
ise of a word has bad special influence upon that 
portion the unthinking public who rightly 
reVereuce the Scriptures. Thev see thai temper- 
ange is putin the lst of Christian virtues: and, 
as temperance how means total abstinence, what 
can they do as ioyal believers in the Scriptures 
but sign the pledge. and, furthermore, count all 
who de not as aliens from God’s truth? They are 
as honest aud as enlightened as the good Presby- 
terlan woman who ouly needed to see the words 
“general assembiy"’ in the Bible to know that she 
wat right and everybody else wrong 

Now, the use of a false argument always reacts 
#fe#inst the user, and, while the ignorant and 
semi-ignorant multitude will be deceived, the 
thinking classes of society will shun a cause that 
resis Ou Misrepresentatiou. The word ‘temper 
ange,’’ as seized and appropriated by radical and 
intemperate lig, and, asa false

souls, is a false fi 
flag, will dirgusi and alicnate true aud enlighten- 
ed souls. KEspecialiy will this be the case when 
it is found to be only one of the many false lights 
held out to attract the masses. Anotherof these 
deceptions (of course 1 do not say these are will- 
ful deceptious by ail that use them: Iam only 
speaking of their absolute character)--another 
of these deceptions is the circulated theory of 
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AN UNFERMENTED, INTOXICATING WINE, 
There is nota chemist or a classical scholar in 
the world who would dare risk his repotation on 
the assertion that there was ever an unfermented 
wine in common use, knowing well that mosi of 
it preserved from fermentation is called wine only 
by a kind of courtesy (as the lump of unbaked 
dough might be called ‘“‘bread’’), and that this 
could in the pature of things never be a common 
drink. Cato(‘'‘De Ke Rustica,’’ page 120) shows 
how by a very careful method malt could be kept 
for a year, and other Roman writers show the 
samc; but who can pretend that these writers 
ever looked upon such preserved juice as wine, 
when their whole object is wo show how 
it*can be kept from becoming wine” 
Yet, with no other foundation than this, the 
leaders of the total abstinence cause have pub- 
lished their bull affirming that good wines of an- 
tiquity were unfermented. in utter defiance of 
chemistry. history and common sense. Becaure 
the grape juice could, by means of hermetically 
sealed vessels under water, be kept grape juice, 
thetefore the common wines of antiquity, the 
wine of which writers speak when they use no 
qualifying phrase, must have beeu unfermented. 
ibis is the logic used by the infatuated defenders 
ofth totalabstinence principle.

Andif you ask these sages why 
they divide the wine,on what ground they base 
this theory, (hey bravely auswer that our Savior 
could pot haye drunk intoxicating wine, and 
God's word never ‘could have praised such: and 
therefore, their theory. They start with the beg- 
ging of the whole question, and then on this thin 
air they build their custie.

CANNOT PERMANENTLY KEEP ITS MANIE 


There isa general notion in the pubiie mind 
that the present condition of Maine io rezsard to 
the liquor question is that of a temporary repres- 
sion; and, whether that notion beright or wrong, 
it belongs to that public opinion which has to be 
regarded in all prudential planning, The general 
thought of the community concerning this re- 
pression is that it belongs to a system of intimida 

tion that can never be a permanent institution in 
this land. 

I have thus far considered only the prudential 
question. The total abstinence scheme may be 
in strict accordance with theoreticai virtue. It 
may be the grand end to which all reforming 
processes should tend. All we have endeavored 
tnus far to establish is, thatitis a plan that can- 
not succeed. if we areable to judge it by its past 
history and methods, as well as by its intrinsic 
principle; and that, therefore, to push the plan 
is to defeat the greatend weshould all have in 
view: the cessation of drunkenness, with its 
fearful ruin to body, soul and society. We have 
endeavored to show that the public mind will not 
receive a sysiem: whose principal agencies have 
been falsehoods and intimidation, and whose 
principles they consider to at war with a 
proper manliness or self-respect. We repeat 
(that no one may mistake us) that these false- 
hoods and intimidations are not necessary parts 
of the system, but have been its constant ad- 
juncts in point of fact; and we also repeat that 
our argument regarding manliness is not (so far 
as wc have gone) so much & charge against the 
system asa statemento{ what avery large por- 
tion of respectable and virtuous thinkers think 
of it. Itis from such considerations, we hold, 
that the plan of total abstinence as a method of 
eradicating drunkenness and its attendant vices 
will never be adopted by the community. One 
ether thing I desire to repeat before taking up 
the other branch of my subject, and that is, that 
J make no charges of pur falsehood on any 
of the total-abstinence leaders. Their main ar- 
guments are talsehoods, es I have shown; but I 
aim quite sure that the excellent men who are 
often found leading the crusade are houest in 
their use of these false statements. They take 
up these weapons without sufficiently examiniag 
them. They see that they can be made effective, 
but do not stop to inquire whether they are 
legitimate. Their praiseworthy zeal 


OUTSTRIPS THEIR JUDGMENT AND PRUDENCE, 


I honor the heart and energy of very many of 
these men. They show a philanthropy and con- 
secration, involving often self-denial and loss, 
which demand our admiration. They are, in~ 
deed, too often mixed up with low, hypocritical 
self-seekers, who mate the temperauce caus: a 
mere lever to raise money, but that does not de- 
tract fromthe sterling devotion of these noble 
souls: and, while I differ from them altogether 
in my views, and am thoroughly convin they 
are doing unmeasured harm to the community 
iby retarding practical reform and disseminating 
pernicious principles, at the same time 1 would 
not refrain from yielding this honest aud hearty 
tribute to their intentions, and disclaim any oe 
sona! reproach, while criticising the system they 
advocate.

THE PROPORTION OF A CRIME 


To say that certain drinks thatare wholesome 
and beneficial are the same as certain drinks that 
are pernicious and destructive, is a moral outrage 
which the whole community should ladignencly 
repel. rs and unbranded wines are pro 
moters of health and strepgih when used judi- 
ciously, especially by those who have not ro 
bust heaith. They are tonic, anti-scorbutic, 
and gently stimulating to the digestion. As Dr. 
Parkes, who is a strong opposer of the use of 
distilled liquors, says: “For the large class of 
people who live on the confines of health, whose 
digestion is feeble, circulation languid, and nervy 
ous system too excitable,’’ mild wines and mait 
liquors are beneficial. The fact fs that, as another 
writer well says, outside of the sick room the dis- 
tilled liquors@re comparatively noxious, the fre- 
mented comparatively harmless. What we desire 
to emphasize is, that the two classes of drinks are 
altogetber differentin their character and effect, 
and that a theory which destruys that difference 
has therein @ moral stain. 

Fourth—A fourth moral error of the total-ab- 
sticence sy tem ia its as-ervdicn that al drinks 
that contaila alcohol are poi-ou ; tnat the presence 
of e!cohol thus justities tue confoucading of differ- 
eut sorts of drinas just referred to. Dr. Ans‘ie 
has clearly shown ipat aicoholin smaii quauii- 
tie. is not a poivon, buia trae food; andt a itis 
a:tmulavtw toe tystemjin p ecisely the same 
sense as that iu whica foodisa stimulant. He 
has shown that ihere is an essential difference be- 
tween the effects of iarge and small quanti(i.s of 
aicoho)—a differenc: of kind, and not of degree. 
ibe effect of the small quantity, be says, ts often 
beneficial; the effect of the large, or narcotic 
quantity, is injurious, 

Dr. Binz defines food as both building up the 
tissues and supplyidg the warmth and vital force 
nec ssary for the body’s functions; and be shows 
that, while smali quantities of alcohol have not 
the former quality, they have the latter, aud he 
further shows that alcoholin moderate quantities 
is entirely assimilated in the human system. Iu 
the light wines and beers, where alcohol forms 
ouly from 3 to 10 percent of its liquid, we have 
the alcohol in the form best adapted for this ben- 
eficial effect; while in brandies, rums, gius, 
whiskies, and all distilled liquors, the aicohol is 
in dangerous proportions for a beverage To say 
that everything containing alcohol is a poison is, 
there.ore, 

A FALSE ASSERTION; 


as false as to say that fruitis poisonous because 
prussic acid, whichis a deadly poison, is found 
in it. Nature has in her alembic turned a power- 
ful and dangerous element intoa beneficial min- 
ister to human wants; and ali nations have re- 
cognized this vital difference bstween a moderate 
and an exccssivejuse of s imulents,and fave testi 
fied tothe wisdom of using uature’s provision 
without abusing it. 

Fifth—A fifth moral error of the total abstinence 
system is its dependence upon a contract, rather 
inam on a moral suse. Lustead of reguirting a 
man from within, it would app'y a strait-j ket. 
,uetead of allowing a free piay of the miu’s in- 
dividnality, aud then endeavoring to instruct and 
educate the man’s rewon, it would, in a moment 
of man’s emergetcy, tie up his conscience witha 
pledge, whieh, whea the emergency iy pest. he 
will bear irksomely and endeavor w nullify or 
evade. This isa most pernicwus instrument for 
d bauching the consclenre, in the first place 
it manufactures a néw sin—always a danrer- 
ous eXperiment, bringing about @ reaction 
which sweeps the soul into real sin irom 
its experience in committing the construct- 
ed sin; and, secondly, it gives a ready ex 
cuse to the couscic nce against any - oral argu- 
ment for temperance, by covering it with a suspi 
cion of conveationality. The pledge is always an 
injury, and neveraheip, toa true norality, It 
isa substitute for principle. It isa sign not ol 
weakness, for we are all of us weak enough, but 
of readiness to reform. True reform would de- 
mand achange of the underlying principles of 
life. That the pledge-taker refuses to make. In- 
stead of that he reforms the surlace. Instead of 
turning the stream intoa new channel he con. 
tents himself with throwing up earthen dikes to 
preventan overflow. Youcan get thousands to 
sign the pledge where you can get one to reform 
Of course, the pledge isnot kept except in tne 
cases where it was not needed, where the reform 
took the place of the pledge, where the man 
would have reformed without any pledge. 
Surely, such a wholesale defiling of prom'ses is 


A PROFANE DEALING WITH SACRED THINGS, 


and marks a very corrupt system Man’s moral 
nature is not to be curbed by pledges. His out 
ward conduct may be restrainea by imposed law, 
but, s» far forth as thatconduct has a moral ele- 
mentinit, no action of the man. bimself can 
alfecS it, excepta. moral reformation. Govern 
ment, by its threatened punishment, may stop « 
man’s drinking so long as he thinks himselfin 
aanger of punishment; but a pledge that has no 
punishment for its breaking will command no 
ovedience, while the moral convictious remain 
unchanged. It is only au invitation to further sin 
Sixth—The sixth and last moral error of the 
total abstinence system to which I shall refer is 
one whictt I bring forward, not as a philosopher 
or a moralist, but as a Christian, who believes in 
the Divine authority of the Holy Scriptures. This 
error | have already averted toin my prude: tiai 
argument, and therefore need uot enlarge upon 
here. It is impossible to condemn all drinking of 
wine as either sinful or improper without bring- 
iug reproaca upon the Lord Jesus Christ and His 
eposties. There has becu an immense amount of 
wrifgling by Christian writers on this subject to 
get away from this alternative, but there it stands 
impregnable. 

JESUS DID USE WINE. 


1 will not waste my time in proving this propo 
sition, and answering the wild bashi-bazouks of 
c .ntroversy whe assert with childlike confidence 
aud simplicity that the Bible wines were unfer- 
mented grape juice. Their learned ignorance is 
fairly splendia with boldness. They disarm 
criticism by their overwhelming dash. Such 
little questions as, Why the epithet wine bibber 
should have been opprobrious? Why deacons 
should not be given’ to much wine? Why the 
Corinthian communicants should become drunk 
en?

Did he mean unfermented 
wine’? Then why did he limit the amount? This 
dilemma, aud all the other argumenis from the 
scriptares are as mere cobwebs to the lances of 
these valiant keights, who are too free and fiery 
to be checked by reason or overcome by a syllo- 
gism.

At Which Much Interest is Developed. 
Sunday morning's Constitvtion contain- 
ed an ennoOUncement of the educational 
mMiteting to be held in the Second Baptist 
ehurch that night, and in "esponse thereto 


a very laree aid valtared audience greeted 
the tlistisguished, gentiemen who spoke itn 
behalf of ove of the olde#t, moti worthy 
and most honored eftiGational institutions 
_of tre sow th. 

On the pulpit platform, which bad been 
tastefuliy decorated with flowers ihe 
platic band of Mra, Curnelin Goodwyn, 
gat Senator J. & Brown, Chairman of the 
committee Gn ediifation in the *enate of 
the United States. the pasior of the Church, 
Dr. Spalding: ex @henveiior of the State 
university, Dr. Tucker; Hon. James 8 
Boynton, president of the senate' Hon. W 
A Northern, chairmAén of the edacational 
Committee ef the house of representatives; 
Hon. W. P. Price, chairman of the educa 
tional committee of thes mate, a dr. 5 
Landrum, finasolal age.t of tue university. 

The musi furnished by the cboir of the 
church was excellent. 

Senator Brown was called the chair 
and presided over the meeting. In a few- 
sentenc<s he expressed hissense of the great 
importance of Mercer utiversity. 

The meeting was ied in prager 
Landrum, D D, 

Dr. Landrum thén offered the following 
re -olfttion. “Resolved. That Mercer uni 
versity at Macon, in its objects, history 
capabilities, is wortby of the praye:s 
patronams, the donations and bequestea of 
the Baptists of Georgia, and of thyiririends 
everywhere’ The rosoiation was seconded 
by Hon, William A Northern. 

De. Landrum then addressed tne audi- 
ence for about twenty live mioute: He 
spoke of thD appreciation of c'assical aud 
ministerial education by the Baptists who 
first settledin the state. The contributions 
made by them to Brown university ino 
1766, and of the four] ng ef Mount Enon 
by Dr. Henry Holcombe and others, which 
was the perm of Mercer university, orga- 
niked in 1438, | 

He spoke earnestiy of tbe reasons for 
Christian ant denominational colleges, 
“fhe first thing in man is religion, ant no 
education can besymmetrical which ignores 
religion (hatacteris the most valuable 
thing in the universe, aod this depends upon 
a man’s moral and religious “evelopment. 
The state canre* -teech religion, as such. 
While efiildren are young—at home under 
the influence of family, church and fun- 
day-school—it may noi beso iiuportant that 
religion Come into the school; but when a 
voune min leaves home, church and Sunday - 
school, and goes to coilege—in that most 
important period of his liie—he needs the 
guidance of Christian teachers and Christian 
science. It astate ®ollege has a professor 
whe teathes atheism there i8 no power to 
remove hith. His ptupils imitate and fol 
low him. Not so in a college under 
Christian control. It is hardly possille 
under the teachings of M*rcer for the grad- 
uates to be athei™is. Education is no: re- 
ligion, but it is the handmaid of re 
ligion. Without religion be. 
comes fanaticism, or bigotry. The 
denominational colleges exert a 
conservative influence over state education. 
Then, we must have iv this age an edneated 
‘ministry. For this purpote the tenomina- 
tional college is nechssiry, Now who are 
to endew cUbiistian colleges? It must be 
dtine by the voluatary do: ations of Chris 
lian men and their fnends. Take away 
our Christian colleges and the power of 
higher education wilt soon be against the 
kingdom of Christ The Bible wiil be dis 
piaced by scienc® falsely so called. 

‘Mercer University bas graduated five 
biindred young men and one hundred and 
thirty ministers. The gre iound in all the 
walks of life, from the University of Vir. 
ginia to the capital of Texas. 

Her course of study isriarsical and Chris 
tian; designed te Snrich the state with the 
best epeCimens of manhood. The site of 
the university is near the zeographical cen 
ter of the state and noted for good heaith. 
The expeuses are smal and the society 
excellent. Why should not the Baptists 
of the whole state raily its sup 
port? it ig * leguor from 
ibe fathers; Itt us be frithful to it!” 

Hon, W, A. Northern spoke 43 an alum 
nus and trustee of the univerajiy. He made 
a touching allusion ‘6 tise religious influ 
ence exerted Upon ‘him while a student, 
and which led him into the path of life 
While @ iriend to the State university, he 
coud never consent to neglecting our own 
college He believed Baptists ought to 
sus‘ain their own college. Itis a uecessity 
to the best interests of the people. He 
urged the importance of prayer, patronage 
and giving

hought it was safe to give to this fpllege, 
because they managed wéli and never had 
any ‘ebts, The Baptists are the ‘sevingrst”’ 
people in the worid.
